THE NEW SYSTEM OF EDUCA- 
TION. 

'J'liis is a world of cliaugt', and the 
jnau wlio refuses to adopt a now thing 
because it is a now thing, is a fool. 
New ideas, new theories, new systems, 
: are .rapidly elbowing out old method:; 
aiid thoughts. .Steam supplanted man- 
power and clieappuod pvoduction. 
i'aihvay.s pushed Ktago co;u.lu's niV the 
roads and lessened the co.st of carriage. 
Steamsbips are taking tbo wind out of 
sails. The telephone will steal the 
vital spaik from the telegraph (that 
modern wonder) as surely as the elec- 
tric light will throw gas into the shaile. 
The wooden walhi of Old I'^ngland have 
been battered dovrn by her ironclads. 
Some of theso chnuges liavo occurrcil 
■within the lifetime of the writer; 
otiiers are in a ehrysalis slate, in pro- 
cess of development. .Vnd now the 
old system of edueatinn is tlnvateneil 
by a new method "invented'' by a 
"live Yankee.'' A few days .since we 
briefly directed attention to an experi- 
meiilal school which has been estab- 
lished in the town of Quincy, Massa- 
chusetts, promising details of the sys- 
tem when they came along, and show- 
ing that whilst in the adjoining country 
the old .sy.steni Jias l)een pronounced a 
failure, the school anlhoritics here 
were about to take a step backwards 
and introduce a system even more 
complex than the present. "NVe have 
reason to know that our article has had 
the effect of inducing the tlovernment 
to cry "halt !" and that an (^xauiinalion 
which it had been inteniled to hold 
next montix has been po.stponcd nutil 
July, by which time, it is believed, the 
new system Avill have been fairly test 
ed in the cast, and should it prove suc- 
cessful its introduction hero will be a 
question of a short time. To place the 
method fairly before parents, teachers 
and the Government wo append an arti 
clc from the Boston Traveller of recent 
date. It will be found very interest 
ing:— 

"The Mecca of School Teachers,' ia 
what an enthusiastic correspondent of 
the Philadelphia Ledger calls Quincy, 
under the now stylo at work in the 
public schools of that town. It ap- 
pears that "the .same morning trains 
carry out parties of young teachers 
from Boston, sent out by their school 
directors to 'see into' the new .system 
which is beginning to be established in 
the primaries of the city; parties of 
New Yorkers and a few riiiladelphians, 
all bent on 'observing,' which is the 
new way invented for teachers to 
learn." The novel operations in the 
schools, degci'ibed by the writer, are 
enough to make the past and gone 
generations of pedagogues and school 
mistresses turn over in their graves. 
Instead of the constrained stillness, 
which, during the first half-hour of the 
school-session, could usually be main- 
tained, if no longer, what does this 
Quincy^rfiystem propose but a general 
clatter, with every boy talking loud of 
things that take the children's eyes 
and minds out of doors. "Tho Loi'd is 
my Shepherd" having been recited, and 
the Lord's prayer sung — 

Then holding up his hand, but with- 
out any other preface, n boy got up and 
said, •'On my way to school I saw two 
men digging. What do you suppose 
it -was for?" 

(This, tho pupil teacher whispered, 
was the conversation exercise intended 
to teach expression and readiness, buc 
also, as it appeared, to unc their eyes 
as they came along to scliool.) Instant- 
ly there was a volley of suggestions, 
not in disorder, but very much as if on 
the playground, each child rising, how- 
over, to give its opinion. The original 
boy, however, had to tell tiiera that it 
was a hole for a flagpole, and where it 

was, at jMr. '.s. 'i'hen another boy 

had seen soinetliing else, and another, 
each little speech beginning with "I 
saw yesterday," or "last week," or 
"last Summer," and occasionally there 
was a ''long bow," drawn by a fanciful 
child. But mostly the talk was of 
the village matters. One Iwy had in- 
formation that two vessels out in the 
bay, two "big steamships," were to be 
knocked to pieces for their old ii-on, 
and instantly half the class was on its 
feet, looking out the windows. It was 
about a ten minutes, talk in .'ill, the 
children entirely alert and at their ease, 
a correction only put in now and then, 
but entirely in a suggestive way, by 
tho teacher. One notable part of it 
was that the little girls did not talk. 
One small female, toward the close, 
ventured a modest observation, but 
the boys had it all to tiiomselvc.s, as 
older politicians around tho town 
pump or at the cross-i'oads store are apt 
to hfi vc. 

Spelling is taught by the teacher 
writing on the board, and the children 
copy her writing on their slates, and 
grammar and composition at the same 
time, in this fashion: 

Teacher, "Clean slates. 1 am think- 
ing of a nice holiday," spelling it out 
on tho board ; "one of the nicest we 
have. "What is it?" Some voices went 
up for the Fourth of July, but the ma- 
jority hold it to be Christmas. "It's 
somebody's birthday." Then it was 
Christmas — decidedly, by acclamation. 
"Christ's birthday masH," writing it 
out. "Do you write it that way* 
Nol Why not?" "Ever so many holi- 
days toother;, make, a ?" "Vaca- 
tion." "My next word is among tliose 
■'berries on tho table," pointing to a 
.' vaso of bitter-sweet berries, orange and 
red. "Nice," "elegant," "delicious." 
"Well, that is to taste. I don't mean 
to taste," writing on the board, how- 
ever, all tho suggested words. "Splen- 
did," "pretty." "Yes; that's it. Give 
:me another word for pretty." "ITand- 
• some," "beautiful." "You don't sound 
" the .'d' in handsome," remarked a 
youth, holding up his hand as that 



word was written down. "You don't 
.sound tho "t" in vacation, either,' 
remarked another critic, looking at the 
blackboard and reminded of silent 
letters. Here a pencil fell. "What 
■was that word?" "Dropped." "Here's 
the next -word," breaking a piece of 
chalk. "Break." "Here's the next," 
stepping out. "Stopped." All hands, 
meanwhile, Avriting very fast, to keep 
up with the' class suggestions and tho 
teacher's action. "If a child came to 
.school after nine o'clock, we should say 
ho was !'' "Tai-dy, ' in chorus. 

And W(.' arc jiaiucd — for tlie rc))Ose j 
of the (lid pedagogues' .souls — to have j 
to add that mud-]iios form part of the 
crowuing regime. ( l(>ography is taught 
by the mud-pie .system — for example: 
It was the beginning of the gco- 
gr.aphy lesson, subject, North America. 
On a/)/((t' board, about a yard square, 
which had a ledge around it, and was 
set on table feet, about a dozen chil- 
dren were gathered. In tho centre of 
the bo.ard, and heaped up into tlie rude 
outline of the continent, was a ([uan- 
tity of earth — iron moulders' earth — 
which was brought out with strong re- 
lief by the light blue blackgi-ound. 
"Come, Bertie, put in tho Rocky 
^lountains," and a girl began energeti- 
cally to pinch up a mountain range 
into peaks like so many small cocoaiuit 
cakes. "tICrry, where's Alaska?" Boy 
points to it. "Now go on from there, 
and name ine all the lantl projections 
around to Florida, noting the indenta- 
tions." But after Prince of Wales 
Point and Point BaiTOW, JeiTy did not 
know his points very well, and another 
boy was called up, who t r.icod tliem all 
out witli small earthy fingers and 
great enjoyment. It was a new kiud 
of circumnavigation, with the advant- 
age that tho navigator, if tho class 
thought a certain point not quite bold 
enough, was directed to make it mora 
so, and in tho course of tho voyage, 
naming all the points of the Atlantic 
Coast to Florida, there was consider- 
able pulling and pushing up the out- 
line to suit the exacting critics. The 
■mountain range' girl was all the time 
building up the several backbones of 
tho Western Continent, and another 
at work on the table land of jMexieo. " 

Space does not permit us to give 
more of this entertaining correspon- 
dent's remarkable story. Wo can only 
add her conclusions: "The questions 
of tho teacher, the comments of tho 
class in every performance in the read- 
ing, anil history, and tho language reci- 
tation (([uite another matter from the 
conver.sation exorcise), were directed 
to substance rather than form, to ideas 
rather than reflections. Tho point .'dl 
througii was the meaning, the opinion, 
the lively remarks of tho class. That 
in itself is a difference strongly marked 
between this New England school 
Jlecca and any other public school on 
the continent that it has been my fur- 
tune to see." 

The processes above described — or 
some of them — have been intiHiduced 
by way of experiment into several of 
the primary schools of Boston. See- 
ing is believing, and those who visit 
those schools are captivated by what 
they witness. The teacher assembles 
tier tcholars around hor at the black- 
board by groups of a half dozen at a 
time. She writes a word in a good 
round hand, and tho children copy it 
as best they can. By-and-by they 
come to know that a certain 
"hieroglyph" means ioy, a certain other 
can, and a certain other / lui. That 
nionient wheii the pupils disco\'er tiiat 
these hieroglyiihs combined read, " tho 
boy can run " or " can the boy run ? ' 
is one of triumph, and whenever the}' 
recognize a familiar word among the 
wcw seritenccs set down it is with ])ride 
and exultation, keeping their faculties 
continually on the alert and leading to 
joyous and eager work and progress. 
Presently the learners' stock of wood- 
signs becomes so largo that they begin 
to notice the recurrence of certain ele 
nientary shapes regularly in association 
■with*certain sounds. I'hen they take the 
word-signs apart and for the first time 
iliscover th(; letters. It is tho method 
of niiturc. The child knows a tlande- 
lion from a daisy or a buttercup before 
it learns the diflerence in their respec- 
tive stems and petals. By analogous 
processes they are brought to know 
fuH and run by sight before they pick 
these words to jiieccs to find an n in 
both, and learn the significance of c 
and rt and ii and ?/. Jlut meanwhile 
the great trial of childhood is over. 
The infant knows how to read, and, 
what is more, how to wi'ite before it 
knows its letters!

Bowman r.s Bridges — This was an ac 
tiou brought by tho plaintifl", the well 
known lively stable keeper of this city, 
to recover §150 for damages done to one 
of his buggies by defendant's horses, V7hich 
i-nn away on Broad street a few weeks 
since. The case was hoard before a jury, 
of which Mr. Chas. \V. Wallace was fore- 
man. Mr. IMcCreight, Q. C, and Mv. 
Tlieo. Davio appeared for the plaintill", 
and Mr. Dr.ake for the defendant. 

A number of witnesses were examined 
and the evidence adduced went to show 
that on the day in question the defendant 
drove a double team attached to a heavy 
wagon up to W. Tooiney's stables on 
Broad street. Defendant tied tho reins 
to the standard of tho wagon and alight- 
ing -went into Toomey's stable to speak to 
him. The horses almost immediately 
afterwards took fright and running along 
the street drove the pole of the wagon 
into the plaintifts buggy, thereby destroy- 
ing it. For the plaintifl' it was contended 
that the place whore liis buggy was stand- 
ing at the timo of the accident was a 
stand, according to an existing bylaw, for 
buggies exposed for hire. It w.as also 
shown that the stand consisted of planks 
placed over the street gutter and that the 
buggy had boon left there to dry alter 
boin" washed; and it wn.« .proved on bo- 
iiaiitt tJie plaliitlil" Unit tho dofondant's 
hoi-ses a short timo iicforo ino accident 
had attempted to run away on VoIc.t 
street. l'\u' tho defence it was shown 
that Bridges on reaching 'rooniey's stables 
had instructed his .servant, who was in 
charge of another wagon, to take care of his 
(defendant's) liorses whilst he wa." talking 
to Tooinoy; but tho horacs ran away be- 
fore tlie servant had time to secure them. 

Ilis HtuKU' said that ho did not consider 
the more fact of tho existoiico of a bylaw 
permitting buggies to be exposed for hire 
justilied Bowuuin in leaving a buggy on 
tho stand to dry; but at the same timo 
tho true question was whether Bridges 
might, Ijy tho exorcise of ordinaiy cai'o, 
have prevented the accident. A Munici- 
[lal Bylaw on tho 8id>joct directed that 
no one should leave a vchiclo in the street 
\vitluiut tlio hor.ses altachcd to it being 
cither in (ho charge ol some one or secure- 
ly tied ufi. 

Tho jury after a brief consultation 
found that the ])Iaintiir had not been jus- 
titled by tho bylaw in leaving his buggy 
where it was; but! lie dcfoudaut was to 
blame in n<it adhe. ing to tho other bylaw 
relative to securing his horses before leav- 
ing them. Tlioy thoi-oforo returned a 
verdict of §50 damages; each party to pay 
his own costs.

Lewi:s, Del., Nov. 8. — The ship 
Lady Octavia, from the breakwater for 
Now York, came in collision with the 
steamer Champion from New York for 
Charleston, sinking hbr in five minutes. 
Twcnty-fivc persons are reported saved 
and thirty-two lost. ^Tlio collision oc- 
curred 25 miles of! the Capes at four 
o'clock yesterday morning. Tho sliip 
is badly daninged, and is being towed 
to Pliiladelphia. 

IJALTiMoitK, Nov. 9. — ^The steamer 
Falcon, Capt. Kirby, left this port at 4 
o'clock ycstorday afternoon for Ciiar- 
Icstou with a full cargo and seven pas- 
senger;). When oir Barren Island and 
about 10 miles south of Sharp's Island 
she collided with tiie three-masted 
schooner S. C. Tyron, Capt. Nickorson, 
laden with ice from Kennebec river for 
this port. At 10:15 the schooner sight- 
ed the steamer and kept on her course 
under a leading breeze, steering a point 
west of north. Just before they met 
the course of the steamer was changed 
and she ran .across the course of tho 
schooner, when tho collision occurred. 
At 10:30 tlio bow of the sclioonor 
struck the hull of the steamer on a line 
with tho mizzen-mast, crushing through 
and destroying tho upper work. As 
soon as they could be loosed from each 
otlier Capt. Kirby steered for shoal- 
wator, tlio collision liaving occurred 
where tho water was .seventeen fathoms, 
but before lie proceeded a lialf-a-inilo 
tho steamer went down. All the boats 
of tho Falcon were stove, though her 
life boat was made available, and the 
women and cliiUlron first put into it 
and then the malo passengers and sent 
to tho schooner. Before the boat re- 
turned the Falcon had gone down and 
her onicers and crew, 25 in number, 
climbed into the rigging, whence they 
worn rescued. The schooner lay by 
until daylight, when she continued her 
course and arrived hero at 5 o'clock 
this evening. The passengers lost all 
their clothing except what they had on. 
Tho Falcon was about 600 tons bur- 
then and belonged to the Charleston 
Steamship and Hailroad Co., and was 
worth !?25,000 or .?:iO,000. Her cargo 
was valued at about §30,000, but nuich 
of that ma}- be recovered. Sho sank 
in seven fathoms of water and her mast- 
heads and top-nmsts arc visible. 

CANADA. 
St. John's, Nov. 9. — The Cuion 
Line steamer Arizona, Capt. Jones, 
which sailed from New York Nov UIi, 
for Liverpool, put in here this morn- 
ing. Sho struck an iceberg on Friday 
night and stove in her bows. No i)er- 
soii was injured and her cargo is all 
right.

FRANCE. 
P.\ui.s, Nov. 0. — The Mdiiilfnr of to- 
day estiinatos that tho results of tho 
vintage in nine department; of the 
southeast compare favorably with those 
of last year, the deficiency varying 
from a third to one-tenth in tiio de- 
partments of the south and central 
regions and over one half in nine de- 
partments of the western region, about 
two-thirds in ten departments of the 
north and central regions and nearly 
two-thirds in ten departments of the 
northeast. In the northwestern 
region the deficiency is even worse. 
Tho loss in champagne by failure of 
vintage is estimated at .30,000,000 
francs.

UNITED STATES. 

New York, Nov. 10. — DoLesscps 
writes to Col. Totton, tlio veteran en- 
gineer of the Panama I'ailroad, that on 
his arrival in A.spinwall, December 
28th, he expects to personally preside 
over the international commission of 
engineers to examine lines and means 
of construction of a ship canal. 

New York, Nov. 10. — ^The Austrian 
bark Rebus, which arrived in port this 
p.m., brings news of the loss of tho 
schooner Petrc, with fifteen passengers 
and her crew, including tho captain. 
She also brings six survivors, all that 
were left of a company of 21 ])er.sons. 
Capt. Ivanich of tho Rebus reports 
that on Nov. 3d, when 34 days out 
from Trieste, ho espied the floating hull 
of a dismantled vessel waterlogged in 
lat. .']9, north Ion. GG, 10 west. The 
wind at tho time blew a gale from the 
north and a strong sea was running. 
The weather was bitterly cold. Some 
persons were on the huU signalling for 
help with strips torn from their gar- 
ments and notwithstanding the danger 
attending the cfibrt a boat was lower- 
ed, and after a battle with the elements 
.and great risk of life of all concerned, si.x 
poasons on tho wreck were saved. Thoy 
were the sole survivors and were all 
passengers. The Pctrc, Capt. Fisher, 
sailed Oct. 25tli for a whaling voyage in 
the Atlantic Ocean, cariying a num- 
ber of Portuguese passengers, paid ofl' 
whalemen, who wore returning homo to 
be landed at Fayal in tho Azores and on 
Madeira and Canary island. Sho met the 
terrible gales that swept tho North 
Atlantic in the last days of October and 
became unmanageable and drifted a ])lav- 
thing of tho gale. On the 29th of October 
she was capsized in a squall and fifteen 
persons were lost, including Cajit. Fisher. 
From tho SOth of October until the 3d of 
Novombor tho si.x survivors clung to the 
wreck exposed to tho cold and storm 
without covering and were kept continu- 
ally wet by tho seas that swept over 
them. They had some food, but had 
little water to drink ami when relief came 
thev were almost frantic with joy. The
